RUSSIAN  GRAIN  PROCURING  ADVICES 


Russian  grain  procuring  to  December  15  amounts  to  7,259,000  short 
tons  compared  with  5,399,000  short  tons  last  year,  which  includes  831,000 
short  tons  the  first  half  of  December  compared  with  361,000  last  year  and 
exceeding  expectations,  according  to  a  cable  from  the  International  Insti- 
tute of  Agriculture.    Good  snow  roads  are  reported  in  most  sections,  im- 
ports, however,  are  apparently  decreasing  and  a  reduced  demand  for  tonnage 
at  Black  Sea  ports  is  reported.    See  page  3. 


CURRENT  MARKET  CONDITIONS 

Prices  of  hogs  at  Berlin  were  easier  than  during  the  preceding 
week,  but  lard  at  Hamburg  rallied  somewhat  from  the  levels  of  a  week  ■ 
earlier.    In  several  German  cities  general  market  activities  were  sus- 
pended during  the  Christmas  holidays.    No  v/eekiy  report  on  the  Liverpool 
bacon  market  for  the  holiday  week  has  been  received. 

Butter  prices  strengthened  in  foreign  markets  for  the  week  ended 
December  30.    The  advance  in  New  York  was  even  more  marked,  and  imports 
were  stimulated.    See  pages  9  and  31,    During  all  of  December  the  American 
market  for  dairy  products  was  directly  affected  by  recent  foreign  develop- 
ments.   See  page  11  for  a  statement  on  the  foreign  dairy  situation  up  to 
December  28,  1926. 

prices  paid  for  American  barreled  apples  at  the  Liverpool  auction 
of  December  29  continued  the  decline  of  recent  weeks.    Boxed  stock  main- 
tained the  levels  of  the  preceding  week.    Hamburg  prices  on  December  29 
were  higher  than  Liverpool.    See  page  9. 


AGRICULTURAL  EXPORTS  IN  HQTHKB2SI 


In  November  the  volume  of  all  agricultural  exports  reached  the 
highest  point  since  November  1924,  but  this  was  due  chiefly  to  the  heavy 
exports  of  cotton,  which  were  the  largest  for  any  month  in  the  past  ten 
years.

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BREAD  GRAINS 

Production 

Production  of  wheat  for  1926  for  39  countries  reporting  to  date 
amounts  to  3,313,536,000  bushels,  and  increase  of  0.9  per  cent  over  last  year 
when  these  same  countries  produced  3, 283, 2e0,000  bushels  or  about  98.3  per 
cent  of  the  estimated  world  total  exclusive  of  Rassia  and  China.    The  wheat 
crops  of  25  European  countries  total  1,229,753,000  bushels,  a  decrease  of 
12  per  cent  from  the  large  crop' of  1,397,514,000  bushels  in  1925.  Russia 
and  Ireland  are  the  only  countries  regularly  reporting  for  which  no  esti-  ■ 
mates  have  as  yet  been  received.    "FJheat  procuring  in  Russia  this  season  up 
to  December  1  is  nearly  double  what  it  was  up  to  the  same  date  last  season. 
Production  figures  for  Germany  and  Poland  for  all  grains  have  been  revised 
downward,  according  to  a  cable  from  the  International  Institute- of  Agriculture, 
New  estimates  of  grain  crops  for  Denmark  and  Scotland  have  .been  received  in 
which  the  crops  are  all  less  than  last  year's  figures  except  Scottish  wheat 
wmch  is  slightly  above  last  year.    The  new  estimates  will  be  found  in  the 
regular  production  tables  given  on  page  27. 

Rye  production  in  27  countries  amounts  to  807,480,000  bushels  com- 
pared with  1,004,440,000  bushels  produced  in  the  same  countries  last  year, 
a  decrease  of  20  per  cent.    These  countries  last  year  produced  98.6  per 
cent  of  the  estimated  world  total  exclusive  of  Russia  and  China.    For  all 
reporting  countries  in  Europe  the  decrease  from  1925  production  is  also  20 
per  cent.    This  large  decrease  in  the  total  from  previous  reports  is  due 
mainly  to  downward  revisions  in  the  German  and  Polish  estimates.    The  only 
countries  for  which  figures  are  not  available  aside  from  Russia  are  a  few 
minor  ones  in  the  Southern  Hemisphere.    ITo  figure  has  been  received  for 
Russia  but  procuring  to  December  1  was  larger  than  last  year.    See  summary 
grain  tables  on  page  27. 

Grain  procuring  in  Russia  during  five  months  of  1926 

Grain  procuring  in  Russia  from  July  1  to  December  1,  1926  is  esti- 
mated at  6,410,000  short  tons  compared  with  5,058,000  in  1925  or  an  in-  ' 
crease  of  26.7  per  cent,  according  to  the  Agricultural  Commissioner  at 
Berlin.    Detailed  figures  for  each  crop  appear  on  the  next  page,  compared 
with  1925.    The  condition  of  winter  crops  is  reported  as  generally  satis- 
factory in  December  with  a  cover  of  snow  except  in  southern  Ukraine, 
Northern  Caucasia  and  the  southern  central  fertile  region  where  rain 
occurred.    There  has  been  little  rainfall  in  the  eastern  district. 
Procuring  prices  continue  firm,  with  a  slight  downward  tendency.

Area  sown  to  winter  wheat  and  rye 

The  area  sown  to  winter  wheat  for  1927  in  the  United  States  has  been 
estimated  at  41,807,000  acres,  an  increase  of  5  per  cent  over  the  revised 
estimate  of  39,799,000  acres  sown  in  the  fall  of" 1925.    Rye  sowings  have 
been  increased  to  3,579,000  acres,  1.9  per  cent  over  the  3,513,000  acres 
harvested  in  1926. 

The  area  sown  to  winter  cereals  in.  Franco  is  expected  to  be  about 
equal  to  that  of  last  year.    Lithuania  reports  an  increase  of  about  173,000 
acres  as  compared  x*rith  the  average  area  planted  during  the  past  three  years. 
Wheat  seeding  was  much  delayed  in  Greece  and  it  is  feared  that  the  acreage 
will  be  cut  down  considerably.    A  report  on  the  Ukraine  states  that  some 
decrease  in  the  acreage  sown  to  winter  cereals  has  taken  place  in  the  south- 
western parts.    Sowing  operations  were  hindered  by  drought  in  the  Odessa 
and  Nicolaiev  regions,  and  it  is  doubtful  whethor  farmers  have  been  able  to 
seed  the  full  intended  acreage.    Preliminary  indications -point  to  increased 
wheat  sowings  at  the  expense  of  rye. 

The  area  sown  to  wheat  for  all  proposes  in  New  Zealand  for  1926-27 
is  greatly  increased  over  the  figure  for  1925-26,  being  222,000  acres,  com- 
pared with  153,248  in  1925,  of  which  151,673  acres  were  harvested  for 
threshing. 

Wheat  and  rye  movements  1    .  . 

United  States 

United  States  exports  of  wheat,  including  flour,  to  December  25  have 
amounted  to  145,400,000  bushels  as  compared  with  57,200,000  bushels  last 
year,  and  178,400,000  in  1924.    The  exports  of  wheat  in  the  grain  are 
nearly  3  1/4  times  as  much  as  they  were  last  year,  and  the  exports  of  flour 
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are  52  per  cent  greater,  amounting  to  7,300,000  barrels  as  compared  with 
4,300,000  last  year,  end  7,900,000  in  1924.    Of  the  "heat  shipped  from  the 
United  States  this  season,  28  per  cent  went  to  the  United  Ilingdom  and  44 
per  cent  to  the  other  European  countries,  as  against  20  per  cent  to  the 
United  Kingdom  and  34  per  cjiot  to  the  other  European  countries  last  year.

Canada 


The  movement  of  wheat  in  Canada  continues  to  .lag  behind  that  of  last 
year.    Receipts  at  country  elevators  .and  platform  loadings  in  the  Western 
Division  this  season  have  amounted  to  258,000,000  bushels,  as  compared  with 
279,000,000  last  season.    Receipts  at  Port  William-Port  Arthur  have  been 
only  170,500,000  bushels  compared  with  195,000,000  last  year  and  shipments 
only  150,700,000  bushels  compared  with  181,300,000.    Receipts  at  Vancouver 
have  declined  from  22,800,000  bushels  to  18,900,000,  and  shipments  from 
19,300,000  to  13,200,000.    Stocks  of  •  wheat  in  store  in  the  Postern  Division 
on  December  24  were  77,000,000  bushels,  more  than  a  million  less  than  for 
the  same  date  last  year.    The  amount  of  Ho.  1  northern. continues  to  de- 
crease, but  the  other  grades  remain  about  the  same  as  for  the  last  few  weeks. 

The  Canadian  stocks  of  rye  have  boon  a  little  larger  this  season  than 
last.    Russian  exports  have  also  been  4,300,000  as  compared  with  3,500,000 
bushels  last  year.    Exports  from  the  United  States,  on  the  other  hand,  have 
decreased  about  eleven  per  cent. 

Russia 

Exports  of  wheat  from  Russia  through  the  Bosporus  since  August  1  have 
been  19.900,000  bushels  as  compared  with  a  little  more  than  12,000,000  last 
year.    Por  the  last  week,  however,  the  exports  have  been  smaller  than  for 
any  week  since  October  15. 

Southern  Hemi  sphere 

Exports  of  wheat  from  Australia  for  the  week  ending  December  24  were 
2,000, OX1  bushels,  a  larger  quantity  than  for  any  other  week  this  season. 
Exports  from  Argentina,  on  the  contrary,  have  been  only  33,000  bushels, 
less  than,  for  any  other  week  this  season. 

The  price  of  wheat  and  rye 

The  movement  in  prices  of  wheat  futures  at  Chicago  and  Liverpool 
during  the  month  of  December  1926  has  been  confined  to  a  very -narrow  range. 
May  futures  at  Chicago  on  December  10  closed  at  $1.39  1/4  and  at  $1.39  on 
December  30.    Liverpool  May  closed  at  $1.51  on  December  10  and  $1.49  on 
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December  30-     The  prices  at  each  market  only  fluctuates  about  2i  during  this 
period,  while  for  the  same  period  last  year  Chicago  changed  l^i*  "being  $1.64§ 
on  December  11  and  $l.J9x  on  December  31.    Liverpool  closed  at  kl.72|  on  De- 
cember 11  ard  $1.73  5/3  on  December  31. 

The  average  cash  price  of  all  classes  and  grades  of  wheat  at  five  markets 
was  $1.39  for  the  week  ending  December  10,  19&6,  and  £1.4o  for  the  week  ending 
December  24.    Last  year  it  was  $1.72  for  the  reek  ending  December  11,  and 

$1.65  for  the  week  ending  December  24.    No.  2  rye  at  Minneapolis  sold  for  9^ 
cents  for  the  week  ending  December  10,  192o;  96  cents  for  the  v/eek  ending 
December  24,  and  9*4-  cents  for  the  corresponding  week  of  last  year. 


PEED  GRAINS 

Corn 

Exports  of  corn  from  the  United  States  to  December  25  have  heen 
7,200,000  bushels  as  compared  with  6,300,000  last  year,  an  increase  of  7  per 
cent.    The  amount  sent  to  Canada  has  been  much  larger,  while  the  amount  to 
other  countries  has  been  actually  smaller. 

Exports  of  corn  from  Russia  through  the  Bosporus  to  December  2h  have 
been  1,200,000  bushels  compared  with  less  than  900,000  last  year.  Exports 
from  Argentina  for  the  last  week  have  been  5.600,000  bushels,  a  larger 
amount  than  for  almost  any  week  this  season* 

Corn  has  declined  a  few  cents  in  price  during  December.    May  futures 
at  Chicago  closed  at  32  5/3  cents  on  December  10,  1926,  and  30  3/3  cents  on 
December  30.    Last  year  the  May  future  closed  at  35  cents  on  December  11  and 
8d|-  cents  on  December  31.    All  classes  and  grades  of  corn  at  the  five  mar- 
kets averaged  C$).ocn%s  for  the  week  ending  December  10,  192$;  64  cents  for 
the  week  ending  December  24  and  65  cents  for  the  week  ending  December' 24, 
1925. 

Barley  and  oats 

Exports  of  barley  from  the  United  States  this  season  have  been  about 
half  as  large  as  last  year,  or  10,600,000,  as  compared  with  21,300,000  bushels. 
The  visible  supply  in  the  Western  Division  of  Canada  on  December  24  was 
3,000,000  bushels  as  compared  with  3,300,000  last  year,    Russian  exports  of 
barley  for  the  present  season  have  been  only  1.4,700,000  as  against  nearly 
21,000,000  bushels  last  year. 

The  visible  supply  of  oats  in  Canada,  on  December  24  was  about  two- 
thirds  as  much  as  last  year,  while  exports  from  both  the  United  States  and 
Russia  have  been  almost  negligible  compared  with  those  of  last  season.

Ginnings  in  the  Mexicali  district,  Lower  California,  up  to  December  10 
were      ,kok  bales,  or  U,6l6  bales  less  than  during  the  same  period  last,  season, 
according  to  Consul  Bohr  at  Mexicali,    The  heavy  rains  ealy  in  December 
reduced  the  quantity  of  ginnings  and  very  materially  lowered  the  quality, 

Tne  November  estimate  of  the  crop  in  Anglo-Egyptian  Sudan  showed 
practically  no  change,  according  to  a  cablegram  from  the  International 
Institute  of  Agriculture.    The  last  estimate  was  120,000  bales  of  VfS  pounds.

SUGAR  BEETS 

The  1926  sugar  beet  crop  of  Denmark  is  now  estimated  at  1,135.000  short 
tons  as  compared  with  an  early  estimate  of  1,069, 000  short  tons,  according  to  a 
cable  from  the  International  Institute  of  Agriculture.    The  revised  estimate 
indicates  a  decrease  of  lU.S  per  cent  from  last  year's  crop  of  1,333,000  short 
tons  but  is  17.6  per  cent  greater  than  the  average  crop  produced  during  the 
5-year  period  1921-1925. 

The  sugar  beet  crop  of  Soviet  Russia  is  estimated  at  6,900,000  short  tons 
as  compared  with  7»6l8,00O  short  tons  produced  in  1925,  according  to  a  cable 
from  the  International  Institute  of  Agriculture  at  Rome.    While  the  1926  crop/ 
indicates  an  increase  of  118  per.  cent  over  the  average  crop  of  3,170,700  short 
tons  produced  during  the  5-year  period  X921-1925,  it  is  still  considerably  below 
the-  pre-war  average. of  10,636,000  short  tens. 
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Private  estimates  for  the  European  beet  sugar  crop  are  being  revised  doyn- 
ward  according  to  trade-  reports.    E.  0.'  Licht  of  Madgeburg  ha.9  reduced  his  esti- 
mate, for  Germany  from  1, 8^6, 000  short  tons  to  1,808,000  short  tons.     The  revised; 
estimate  checks  quite  closely  to  th«s  1,795,000  short  tons  reported  by  the 
International  Institute  of  Agriculture  .and  the' 1,819,000  short  tons  reported  by 
Dr.  Gust  ay.  Mikusch  of.  Vienna.     Last  ye?r  Germany  produced  1,770,000  short  tons 
sugar  according  to  official;  estimates.     In  Dr.  i.Iikusch's  report,  other  revisions 
occur  as  shown  on  page  29, --with  Licht 's,  est imate's  and  estimates  received  by  the 
United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  from  the  International  Institute  of  Agri- 
culture and  Sugar  Associations  of  the  various  countries  given  for  comparison. 


RICE 

The  second  estimate  of  the  area  under  rice  in  India  in  1926  is  given  as 
76,632,000  acres  in  a  cable  from  the  International  Institute  of  Agriculture  at 
Rome.    This  is  a  -reduction  of per  cent  as  compared  with  last  year,  and  1,2  per 
cent  below  the  average  of  the  5  3  preceding  years.

The  1926  tobacco  crop  of .Turkey  differs  little  in  quality  from  last, year 
but  is  approximately  25  per  cent  below  last  yearns,  crop,  according  to  a  report 
from  Commercial  Attache  Julian  E.  Gillespie  at  Constantinople. •  In  business  cir- 
cles the  crop  is  estimated  at  SS, 000 ,000  uounds  as  compared  with  estimates  for 
last  year's  crop  ranging  between  99,000, 000  and. 132,000,000  pounds.    The  commer- 
cial Attache  states  that  American. firms,  purchased  in  lTovember  the  balance  of  the 
stocks  of  the  1925'  crop  in  Samsound  and  Bafra  at  very  firm  -orices.    During  the 
same  month  transactions  in  the  Smyrna,  region  amounted  to  k,  '400,000  pounds  of  the 
1920  crop.

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POTATOES 


The  estimate  of  the  German  1926  potato  crop  has  teen  reduced  by  nearly  30, 
000,000  bushels  in  the  December  report  making  it.  28  per  cent  below  tne  192_>  estiias 
The  European  potato 'crop  was  hurt  by  the  heavy  rainfall  during  the  summer  'and  the 
drought  which  followed,  according  to  the  International  Institute  of  Agriculture. 
English  potatoes  suffered  from  disease  in  the  eastern  counties  and  the  tuDers  gene, 
ally  are  small,  according  to  official  reports,  but  the  good  potatoes  are  ezpectea 
to  keen  better  than  was  hoped  before  digging.     In  Lithuania  about  5         cent  oi 
this  year's  crop  suffered  from  potato  rot  as  compared  with  25  per  cent  last  yeJf» 
and  the  crop  is  estimated  to  he  J  per  cent  above  last  year.    In  Esthonia  also  the 
1926  crop  is  very  good  both -in  quality  and  quantity.    These  countries  are  exceptic. 
in  Europe  where  the  crop  in  general  is  small  and  not  of  especially  good  quality.

THE  BRITISH  AND  HAMBURG  APPLE  MARKETS:    Prices  paid  for  American  apples 
at  the  Liverpool  auction  of  December  29  continued  to  show  a 'decline  from  pre- 
ceding weeks  for  barreled  apples',  while  prices  on  boxed  varieties  'were  about 
the  same  as  last  week,  according  to  quotations  cabled  by  Mr.  Edwin  Smith,  the 
Department  of  Agriculture's  fruit  specialist  in  Europe.    -York. Imperials  from 
Virginia  topped  the  market  for  barreled  apples  at  $4.38  to  .$5^11. compared  with 
$5.35  last  week.    Yellow  Newtowns  brought  the  best  price  among  the  boxed  apples 
at  $2. 55  to  $2. 68 ,  which  was  about  the  same  as  -last  week*    Both  barreled  and 
boxed  apples  were  in  light  supply  at  the  auction  and  the  demand  was  slow. .

Prices  for  boxed  app3.es  dn  the  Hamburg  market  were  somewhat  higher 
than  at  the -Liverpool  auction  this  week..  ,  Oregon  Ortleys  brought  t.he  highest 
price  at  a  range  of  $3.16  to  $3.65.    Barreled  apples  arriving  firm  and  in  good 
condition  brought  prices  ranging  from  $4.62  to  $5.03,  while  fruit  in  generally 
poor  condition  with  a  minimum  of  color  for  grade  sold  for. only  $3/65  to  $4.62. 
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FRUIT,    VEGETABLES    AND  NUTS 


COLD  WEATHER  IN  SOUTHERN  EUROPE  DAMAGES  FRUIT  CROPS:    Unusually  cold 
weather  in  Spain,  Portugal  and  Southern  France  has  damaged  the  fruit  crops 
in  those  countries  materially,  according  to  a  cable  from  Agricultural  Com- 
missioner Foley  in  London.    A  severe  cyclone  and  snow  storm  in  Valencia, 
Castellon,  Murcia  and  Malaga  caused  a  reported  damage  of  $30,000,000  to  the 
fruit  crops.    The  citrus  fruits  probably  sustained  the  principal  losses. 
Portugal  has  had  its  first  snow  in  one  hundred  years.    Very  cold  weather  and 
killing  frosts  have  been  reported  in  France  in  Niraes,  Toulon  and  Marseilles. 


AGRICULTURAL  EXPORTS  IN  NOVEMBER 

In  November  the  volume  of  all  agricultural  exports  reached  the  highest 
point  since  November  1924,  but  this  was  due  chiefly  to  the  heavy  exports  of 
cotton,  which  were  the  largest  for  any  month  in  the  past  ten  years.    See  page 
24,    The  index  number  for  agricultural  exports  excluding  cotton  was  lower  than 
in  any  of  the  preceding  three  months,  although  well  above  that  for  any  month 
in  the  year  ending  June  30,  1926.    Grain  exports  have  declined  steadily  since 
the  peak  in  August  and  meat  exports  were  unusually  small.  The  dairy  products 
group  showed  an  increase  over  recent  months  due  chiefly  to  increased  ship- 
ments of  evaporated  milk.    Exports  of  apples  in  November  established  a  new 
record  for  volume  and  brought  the  index  number  for  exports  of  fruits  and  veg- 
etables up  to  596  as  compared  with  the  high  record  of  470  reached  in  the  pre- 
ceding month.    Tobacco  exports  were  a  little  lower  than  in  October  but  were 
still  in  good  volume.    Lard  exports  were  smaller  than  in  any  month  of  the  past 
year  and  exports  of  hams  and  bacon  were  lower  than  in  any  month  since  October 


1914.

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THE  FOREIGN  DAIRY  SITUATION 
■    ,     December  28,  1926 

Our  markets  for  dairy  products  continued  to. the  end  of  December  to  be 
influenced  directly  by  recent  foreign  developments.    Arrivals  of  foreign  butter 
amounting  to  at  least  2,000,000  pounds  caused  a  material  drop  in  domestic  butter 
prices.    The  depression  in  European  butter  markets  which  is  so  largely  responsible 
for  this  movement  has  in  recent  weeks  created  a  price  margin  in  favor  of  Ke"r  York 
half  again  as  great  as  the  amount ' of  "our  present  import  duty  of  12  cents  a  pound. 
Imports  of  cheese  from  Canada  which  until  recant  months  had  been  quite  negligible 
reached  3,714,601  pounds  in  November,  making  a  total  of  7,528,066  in  the. three 
months  September  to  November.    The  situation  is  similar  to  that  of  a  year  ago  when 
with  price'  differences  as  great  as  12  cents  and  an  import  duty  of  8  cents,  the 
arrival  in  our  markets  of  several  million  pounds  of  foreign  butter  had  the  effect 
of  bringing  domestic  prices  more  closely  into  line  witn  world  market  prices. 

European  developments  have  been  leading  up  to  the  present  situation  since 
early  last  summer.    Monthly  surveys  of  the  foreign  situation  by  the  Bureau  of 
Agricultural  Economics  have  indicated  total  world  trade  in  butter  continuing  throw** 
the  past  year  practically  nqual  in  volume  to  that  of  the  preceding  year*    On  the 
demand  side  of  the  equation,  however,  a  notable  difference  began  to  appear  almost 
simultaneously  with  the  serious  disturbances  in  Great  Britain  arising  ouy-  of  the 
labor  disputes  there,    ghe  coal  strike  began  about  the  first  of  May  and  was 
practically  ended  only  about  December  1.    It  has  been  estimated  by  the  Ministry 
of  Labor  in  Great  Britain  that  from  January  to  October  inclusive,  and  principally 
'from  May  to  October,  there  v. as  a  loss  resulting  from  wage  disputes  alone  within 
the  country  of  143,595,000  working  days  involving  2,740,000  work  people. 

Together  with  the  involuntary  unemployment,  which  nas  considerably  higher 
for  the  period  than  a  year  ago,  this  situation  represents  an  unprecedented  check 
to  productive  labor,  and,  accordingly,'  to  consuming  power  in  that*  important  world 
market.    Only  by  late  November  had  consumption  of  both  butter  and.'  cheese  begun  to 
improve  under  the  stimulus  of  lower  prices  and  the  gradual  renewal'  of  activity 
in  industries  most  affected  by  the  prolonged  labor  stoppage. 

British  supplies  continue  heavy 

Butter  prices  in  London  during  the  last  oiaht  months  have  remained  almost 
stationary  whereas  last  year  there  had  been  within  the  corresponding  period  a  rise 
of  some  25  per  cent.    Stocks  accumulated  meanwhile  and  have  affected  the  marr.et 
up  to  this  time.    Cold  storage  holdings  of  butter  in  Great  Britain  are  now  reporter 
as  having  been  materially  reduced.,  partly  by  means  of  reexportation  of  batter  to 
the  continent.    The  volume  of  recent  imports  cf  butter  and  cheese  into  Great 
Britain  are  shown  by  the  following  official  returns.

Consumption  of  foreign  butter  in  Germany  stimulated  by  low  prices 

Germany  imported  19,180,020  pounds  of  butter  in  November,  almost  equal 
portions  being  supplied  by  Denmark,  Netherlands,  and  the  Baltic  countries  as 
a  group.     This  is  the  third  month  in  succession  in  which  imports  have  totaled 
approximately  19,000,000  pounds.    A  year  ago  they  were  as  low  as  15,000,000 
pounds  in  November  and  reached  11,684,000  pounds  by  January.    Total  German 
imports  of  butter  during  11  months  of  this  year  were  197,496,000  pounds  or 
slightly  less  than  the  199,375,000  pounds  imported  in  11  months  of  1925. 
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THE  FOREIGN  DAIRY  SITUATION,  CONT'D. 

Prices  of  butter  in  Berlin,  however,  have  averaged  some  10  per  cent  lower 
this  year  than  last*.-  The  general  buying  power  of  the  German  people  is  at  present 
being  well  sustained  and  butter  consumption,  domestic  and  foreign,  is  accordingly 
heavy.     Consumption  is  being  stimulated  at  present  not  only  by  the  low  prices  but 
by  the  decreasing  unemployment  and  improving  economic  conditions  generally. 

Russian  export  season  closing 

Siberian  supplies  are  reported  to  be  about  at  an  end  in  English  butter 
markets.    From  the  Union  of  Socialist  Soviet  Republics  the  butter  surplus  during 
the  season  has  continued  about  equal  to  that  of  the  preceding  year  when  a  total 
of  some  55  million  pounds  was  exported.    It  is  evident  that  the  low  prices  ob- 
tainable for  Siberian  butter  in  irrportant  world  markets 'has  discouraged  exportation. 
Although  there  is  evidence  of  considerably  increased  production,  the  domestic 
rather  than  the  foreign  market  has  been  absorbing  the  increase. 

New  season  more  promising  in  New  Zealand  than  in  Australia 

In  the  southern  hemisphere,  where  production  for  the  season  is  about  at  its 
peak,  conditions  vary  rather  considerably  as  between  different  areas.    From  New 
Zealand,  reports  continue  to  indicate  a  new  record  season,  the  period- from  August 
1  to  October  31  showing  an  increase  in  butter  production  of  fully  9  per  cent  over 
the  first  quarter  of  last  season.    Cheese  production  has' decreased,  making  an 
estimated  net  increaseoof  5  per  cent  in  total  butter-fat.    Australian  production 
late  into  the  season  was  being  checked  by  lack  of  rain  over  considerable  areas, 
the  exports  up  to  October  16  showing  some  decline  from  last  season,  which  was  also 
unfavorable. 

Shipments  afloat  were  reported  as  follows  from  London  as  of  December 
18,  1926,  and  a  year  ago  when  supplies  from  the  dominions  had  accumulated  as  a 
result  of  shipping  difficulties.

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INCREASED  EXPORTS  OF  HAW  COTTON 


The  table  "below  shows  that  United  States  exports  of  raw  cotton  to  all 
the  principal  cotton  consuming  countries  have  shown  an  increase  over  those  of 
last  year,  with  the  exception  of  Great  Britain.     Exports  to  that  country  for 
November,  however,  were  above  November  of  last  year.    The  figures  for  the  per- 
iod July  -  November  show  an  increase  for  Japan  over  last  year,  together  with  a 
considerable  increase  for  November  over  the  corresponding  month  of  1925, 
The  most  significant  feature  of  the  table  on  linters  is  the  very  large  increase 
in  the  exports  to  Germany.    No  exports  to  Russia  are  reported  for  November 
since  the  table  carries  data -on  direct  exports  only,  and  the  chief  Russian 
cotton  port  is  closed  at  this  tine  of  year.
